A Silly Suggestion 

The matter of an official flag for Canada has 
been before the federal government for more than a 
few years now, with neither the Liberals nor the 
Progressive-Conservatives anxious to take action on 
the matter for fear of antagonizing one racial group 
or another. 

Now a suggestion that strikes us as being the 
ultimate in appeasement and silliness comes from no 
less a person than J. W. Pickersgill, citizenship 
minister in the last Liberal government. Mr. Pickers¬ 
gill has suggested there is no reason why Canada 
can’t have two official flags, just as she has two of¬ 
ficial languages. He suggests the Red Ensign or other 
flag containing the Union Jack as part of its design 
might be used by Canada in other Commonwealth 
countries, and the adoption of a Canadian flag with¬ 
out emblem of any other country for national and 
United Nations use. 

The Red Ensign, although not adopted as the of¬ 
ficial Canadian flag, is generally recognized through¬ 
out the world as the Canadian flag. The simplest 
solution, then, is to simply adopt the Red Ensign as 
Canada’s official and national flag. It has been ac¬ 
cepted as such, in most of Canada, for many years 
and there would not likely be widespread objection. 
The flag problem would then be ended, and with it 
ideas such as that dreamed up by Mr. Pickersgill.

tried to destroy it, they have 
found it to be like a fire, the more 
it is stirred the brighter it burns. 

When we entered this land in 
1918, we did so with the permis¬ 
sion of the Federal Government, 
who guaranteed us all of the rights 
and privileges of British subjects, 
and to have the liberty and un¬ 
hindered right of our religious 
views, without direct or indirect 
interference or molestations. 

At that time and for many 
years later, we lived with freedom 
and happiness as we wished, but 
in later years there are those who 
would interfere with our rights 
and exclude us from the com¬ 
munity. 

We cannot understand the rea¬ 
son for this, other than that in 
later years there has been less 
Christian love amongst the fellow 
men. 

We have been criticised for be¬ 
ing land hungry, but we have no 
desire to be worthy either in 
land or any worldly goods, only 
to provide for our families and 
have only that land which we 
need for support. While it is true 
that we may have 10 or 15 sec¬ 
tions of land in a block. It must 
be remembered, that that block 
is supporting 15 to 20 families. 

You will agree that, while many 
farmers in the area have two and 
more sections of land per family, 
on the whole we Hutterites are 
supporting our families on % sec¬ 
tion. 

Again we have been criticised 
for remaining in a colony. You 
ask us to join your society, mix 
with your associations and gener¬ 
ally take upon us your way of 
life. In answer we say to you; 
If we do so, it would be only a 
short time ’till we, as a church, 
and our faith would be so watered 
down until we would lose our 
identity and Christian standards, 
as has so much of the so-called 
church of today. 

Our Lord has asked his people 
to “Come ye out from among 
them and be ye separate.” 
(2 Corinthians 6:17). 

You ask us to join the world — 
leave our standards. We answer: 
This would be much easier. It is 
not easy to take scoffing and ridi¬ 
cule, but we do so, as we are 
taught by the Lord.

We are not above making mis¬ 
takes. Our people are human and 
do err. But our church does not 
uphold any breaking of laws either 
civil or religious. Some of our 
people like some members of all 
churches get out of hand and of¬ 
fend our general teaching. How¬ 
ever the whole church shall not 
be judged and condemned by one 
or more individual’s misconduct. 

It is sorrowing to us and it must 
be sorrowing to your church to 
see some of these things happen. 
But it makes us strive the more 
to try to erase these blots and 
give a better example to the 
community, and we pray to the 
Lord for his help in this struggle 
for righteousness. 

It is not our desire to carry on 
this subject by way of continued 
letters of argument, but rather by 
this brief letter we hope to clear 
up some of the questions you may 
have in your mind. 

Now with the Christian respon¬ 
sibility of supplying for our fami¬ 
lies, we as farming people have 
need for more land as our church 
grows. You folks do this as indivi¬ 
duals as your need arises and we 
hope you will not be enbittered or 
intolerant toward us as we carry 
out our Christian duty. 

We live in a wonderful land of 
plenty, blessed by the Lord. May 
we all live together in peace and 
g oo d will. -
